eliminated from the forests, and that 
there will luue been added more than 
one-half as much, or tracts exceeding 
the area of Connecticut 


The announcements -of small elimi- 


nations or additions made by the Pres- 
ident during the last six months have 
given very little idea of the extent of 
the work which has been done in mak- 
ing; the National Forest readjustments. 
The elimination* will a.uount •« *«r» 
thiyi 0.000.000 a«rps, and the addi- 
tions will aggregate about J.000.000 
acres. A little more than one-l»" of 
the changes planned for have been 
made.
